A brand-new, made-for-TV kitty litter promises to do everything but flush the toilet.

In the world of stealth start- 
ups, the timing of a launch is every- 
thing. But Colin Heilbut and Carly 
Martinetti let the cat out of the bag on 
their “Uber for Kitty Litter” startup 
when they advertised for beta-testers 
on Craigslist May 18. 

“We're a new startup that is 
testing a new Kitty Litter deliv- 
ery and cleaning service,’ the 
ad explained. “During the six- 
month beta-period we will come 


and while there we will happily 
clean your litter box until it’s spar- 
kling fresh.” 

The $20-a-month poop-scooping 
service isn’t the real draw here though. 
According to the ad, Heilbut and 
Martinetti’s special sauce is prettier 
than Kitty Litter 1.0 (“a beautiful 
Pink sand”); it changes color to 
indicate when a turd is pres- 
ent; and it is technologically 
formulated to “monitor for 
10 different diseases in your 
cat’s urine and instantly 
turn a black [sic] to alert 
you to any concerns (you 
can use our iPhone app to 
get an instant interpretation 
of the shade of black or sim- 
ply take your cat to the vet 
to get detailed info).” 

This isn’t the first kitty 
litter to get smartified. Another prod- 
uct on the market, Tailio, combines a 
wifi device under the litter box with a 
mobile phone app and cloud analytics to 
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WA 
to your house or apartment twice - 
a month to deliver our patented ; gqQQ« 
next-generation kitty litter product = 
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track your cat’s weight and “elimination 
patterns,” and divine all sorts of infor- 
mation about your cat’s physical and 
emotional well-being. 

But the latest invention might be the 
first techno-cat-toilet whose co-found- 
ers are “working daily with a reknowned 
billionaire investor,” according to an 
email from Heilbut. That investor is Tim 
Draper, the third-generation venture 
capitalist who wasted $5 million trying 
to qualify a ballot measure to split Cal- 
ifornia into six states. One of Draper’s 
other playthings is “Draper University 
for Heroes,” a superhero-themed 
school/summer camp/ “ecosystem for 
innovation” (its term) based in San 
Mateo. At DUH, wannabe entrepre- 
neurs live in an old converted hotel and 
work across the street at “Hero City,” a 
co-working space that hosts such stereo- 
typically named startups as Loopd, 

Critiq, and Concrn. 

If that sounds made-for-tele- 
vision, it’s because it is. Twelve 
years after The Apprentice 

proved eccentric, middle-aged 

millionaires making young- 
er, aspiring millionaires 
jump through hoops for 
their approval can be highly 
entertaining television, Draper 
University is playing host toa 
reality TV show of its own. Set 
to air on ABC Family, Startup U 
follows “a group of savvy millen- 
nials as they suffer through hard 
lessons and grab opportunities 
with both hands, all in the pursuit 
of their dreams.” 

Filming is going on right now, 
and one of the cast members is Car- 
ly Martinetti. (Her co-founder 

Heilbut is not part of the cast.) 

We had hoped to get a firsthand

For years, San Francisco has 
been the petri dish for the on-demand 


bor force. Now, San Francisco’s labor 
movement is getting a facelift as well.

ers and paraprofessionals, elected new 


succession: Mike Casey, who has been 
president for 21 years, chose to step 
down and endorsed his replacement, 
staff member Anand Singh, who ran 
practically unopposed. Casey plans to 
remain on staff at the union and says 
he will serve out his term as president 
of the SF Labor Council. 

The teacher’s union election was a 
much more dramatic affair, with chal- 
lenger Lita Blanc edging out longtime 
incumbent Dennis Kelly by just 25 
votes. Blanc is the leader of Educa- 
tors for a Democratic Union (EDU), a 
reform-minded caucus of the union 
that’s been challenging Kelly’s leader- 
ship since 2009. 

EDU tapped into teachers’ disatis- 
faction with the union’s most recent 
contract. While the union’s leader- 


ship saw the contract, which won 12 
percent raises over three years and 
included other improvements such as 
150 minutes of prep time a week for 
elementary school teachers, as a major 
victory, many members thought the 
union would have fared better if it had 
followed through on threats to go on 
strike. 

“Two-thousand members voted 
for a strike in August. I thought that a 
strike would have resulted in a better 
contract for us,” Blanc told the San 
Francisco Examiner after her election. 

The EDU platform suggests the new 
leadership aims to be more transpar- 
ent, democratic, left-wing, and militant 
than its predecessors, although under 
Kelly, the union was already a mainstay 
of the progressive wing of the city’s 


labor movement. As for Local 2, Singh 
says the union will continue to focus 
on long-term organizing battles and 
trying to beat back what Singh calls the 
“egal hotels” enabled by Airbnb. 

The transitions come at an aus- 
picious moment for the city’s labor 


movement. Four years after labor failed 
to unite around a progressive candidate 


to challenge Ed Lee for mayor, Lee is 
poised to achieve re-election practically 
unopposed. Meanwhile, the District 3 


supervisor's race is turning into a proxy 
battle for progressive forces dissatisfied 


with Lee’s business-friendly politics, 
and, according to Casey, the labor 
council has already agreed it won't be 
able to agree on an endorsement of 
either Lee-ally Julie Christensen or 
progressive-favorite Aaron Peskin. 


“Tt’s particularly difficult right now 
within the Labor Council,” says Casey, 
“because land use is in the middle of ev- 
ery fight.” Issues like affordable housing 
pit building trade unions, which support 
development for the jobs it creates, 
against other unions such as UESF and 
SEIU 1021, which have signed on to the 
campaign opposing a major housing de- 
velopment at 16th and Mission streets. 

And that division leaves labor at a 
disadvantage when it comes to mount- 
ing political opposition to Lee’s agen- 
da. “There’s so much money flowing 
around in San Francisco right now that 
people are getting good contracts,” says 
Alysabeth Alexander, vice president of 
politics for SEIU 1021, “but neoliberal 
politics are moving at the speed of

Drug Eviction 


These are good times in the 
marijuana business. With an adult recre- 
ational market still on the horizon, the 
California medical cannabis industry is en- 
joying its biggest boom time yet. Mobs of 
customers are fueling over a billion dollars 
a year in legal sales, but more important 
are the “investors.” The cannabis game 
usually takes unkindly to outsiders, but 
not when they’re carrying suitcases of 
cash, as the strange faces in expensive 
suits circling around the industry at all lev- 
els, looking for opportunities to buy into 
this multibillion-dollar game, are. 

That said, the San Francisco marijua- 
na industry’s wildest success of late has 
nothing to do with selling cannabis. For 
several days earlier this month, a line 
of people camped outside in the Haight 
Street cold to be the first to stroll past a 
heavily armed security guard into a new 
clothing store and plunk down $100 for 
a hooded sweatshirt. 

That insane demand is thanks to the 
brand — Cookies SF, a reference to what 
is easily the country’s best-known strain 
of marijuana — and to its relentless 
pitchman, Berner, the San Francisco 
native who rapped and Instagrammed 
his way to hanging out with Snoop Dogg 
and became one of the most recogniz- 
able names in the industry. Not bad for

a Sunset District kid who, just a couple 
of years ago, was working behind the 
counter at a humble cannabis dispensa- 
ry in the Richmond District. 

As for that dispensary, it was, as of 
last week, one of the oldest continuous- 
ly operating marijuana businesses in 
San Francisco. 

It’s closed — shut down in what the 
owner is calling a “hostile takeover” and 
what appears to be a threatening trend 
for the first wave of cannabis businesses 
that laid the foundation for the coun- 
try’s fastest-growing industry. 


Monday was the last day at The 
Hemp Center on Geary Boulevard near 
Park Presidio. The Hemp Center is decid- 
edly old-school: no signage, with only a 
red, gold, and green-painted storefront 
signaling that this is a weed club. Inside, a 
relaxed doorman buzzes you into a clut- 
tered, chaotic back room, 
where patrons lounge on 
couches and smoke, and 
handwritten signs advertise 
the prices and strains of weed 
in large plastic jars. 

The feeling is of a disor- 
derly social club, but this is 
true marijuana royalty. Wiz 
Khalifa hung out here not 
long ago; you can see the 
video on YouTube. The Hemp 
Center was the first dispen- 








sary to carry the now-legendary strain 
Girl Scout Cookies — and one of the last 
dispensaries in the city to offer an onsite 
smoking lounge for its customers. 

That's all over now. After the club’s 8 
p.m. closing hour Monday, a furious dis- 
assembly of the premises began. Sher- 
iff’s deputies were expected to take pos- 
session of operator Kathleen Cappetti’s 
keys first thing Wednesday morning. 

Cappetti’s legal situation is complex. 
According to court records, she owned 
the building outright with her former lov- 
er, Richard DeNola; after the relationship 
dissolved, so did the exact nature of her 
property rights. A dispute between the 
pair is in arbitration, but in the mean- 
time, DeNola sold the building. The new 
owners — one of whom, Clara Michelson, 
is an Outer Richmond dentist — have 
supposedly already leased the location to 
a new dispensary, which will be able to 
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open for business almost immediately — 
using Cappetti’s old permit. 

“It’s a hostile takeover,’ Cappetti told 
SF Weekly, noting that the new “owners” 
plan to use a name with the same ac- 
ronym (THC). “In other words, they’re 
just stealing our business.” 

How can this be — and how can it 
be legal? 


In San Francisco, the permit to sell 
medical marijuana — which, these days, isa 
highly sought-after license to print money 
— is tied to an address, not an operator. 
This means that while it’s the operator who 
goes through a yearslong process to get ap- 
proval from multiple city agencies to sell 
cannabis out of a particular location, the op- 
erator cannot take a permit with them any- 
where else — and if they're evicted, the 
landlord can bring in new cannabis sellers of 
his or her choosing without going through 
the lengthy and expensive process again. 
The Hemp Center is not the first San 
Francisco dispensary to go through such 
a change of ownership. 
Two SoMa dispensaries 
have undergone similar 
changes. One, the San 
Francisco Medical Canna- 
bis Clinic on 10th Street, 
will reopen soon as Urban 
Pharm, with the local, 
SRO-residing operator 
replaced with a slicker 
Sacramento-area crew. 
It makes business 
sense. Multiple dispensa- 
ries are currently trying 


to open second locations elsewhere in the 
city. It’s easier and cheaper to secure an 
existing permit than it is to get a new one. 
And, under San Francisco tenant law, it’s 
much easier and cheaper to evict a busi- 
ness than it is a residential tenant (there 
is no rent control and no “just-cause” evic- 
tion protection for commercial tenants). 

Thus, there is little standing in the 
way of an enterprising weed seller 
convincing another seller’s landlord to 
throw the business out and replace it. 

“It’s not always that simple ... but it 
is a trend,” a prominent cannabis land- 
use attorney told me. “And we're going 
to see more of it.” 

This means trouble but also opportu- 
nity for less-polished marijuana sellers, 
who are reportedly entertaining offers in 
the mid-six figures for existing permits. 

Cappetti plans to stay in the game — 
or at least try. She’s leased a space farther 
up Geary Boulevard where she hopes to 
open a new smoking lounge and do deliv- 
eries. Whether she can win a new permit 
to sell cannabis at the new location isn’t 
clear — her new neighbors are already 
taking unkindly to the smell of pot in 
the area, and she has unpaid taxes at the 
state level, according to records. 

She’s already watched Berner leave 
Hemp Center behind for money and 
fame. “That was tough,” Cappetti says. 
Now, The Hemp Center is left by the 
wayside, right as the industry is taking 
off. “So I’m left at home again,” she 
says, scrubbing the toilet.”

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Napa, former San Franciscans Juston 
Enos ard Mindy Blodgett harvested 
hundreds of pounds of tomatoes from 
the 72 plants in their new garden. The 
couple quickly realised they'd have to 
find homes for all that fruit, and decided 
they d give it away, But when they called 
around to local restaurants, they found 
that chefs were happy to pay the going 
rate for their produce, That's when Enos 
and Blodgett’s lives as working farmers 
began. Over the next two years, the bus- 
barcd-and-wife team worked farrners 
markets and sold to restaurants, gradu 
ally converting two acres on their prop- 
erty to farmland. 
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In early 2013, Enos and Blodgett’s 
business — which they named Full 
Table Farrn after looking around the 
house one day and realizing every ta 
ble was laden with tomatoes — start- 
ed to work with Cortney Burna and 
Nick Balla, co-chefs at Bar Tartine. 
‘Today, the restaurant is Full Table’s 
aole client. “We have a really enjoy- 
able relationship with Cortney and 
Nick,” Enos says. “By working with 
them alone, we have cut down on the 


arnount of deliveries we have to make. 


freeing up time to work on the farm, 


experiment, and develop new flavors.” 


Farm-to-table dining was once the 
exchusive domain of visionary chefs 
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such as Alice Waters, who originally 
used the concept to educate custom- 
ers about the fresh, local, and season- 
al sensibility of the produce they were 
being served. It conveyed an aura of 
moval rectitude along with aesthetic 
refinement. Today, farm-to-table has 
becorne a marketing term, co-opted 
by restaurants ranging from neigh- 
borhood bistros to multinational fast- 
food cornpanies, all wanting to jump 
on the bandwagon. In the process, 
“farm-to-table” has become the new 
“all-natural.” You can't blame the big 
chains. There is something earthy and 
seductive about supporting a “mave- 
ment” that calla itself farm-to-table. 
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As a diner, participation in the 
movement — that is, eating at restau- 
rants run by the enlightened — prom- 
ises a halo effect. Something along 
the lines of: | must be contributing to 
something important and good if | eat 
here. Yet if you enter the kitchens of 
some of the top restaurants, on-<de- 
mand food-delivery services, and even 
corporate cafeterias in the Bay Area, 
you'll see anything but a cynical mar- 
keting ploy. The relationships arnong 
the individuals at either end of the 
farm-to-table chain — the farmers 
and the chefs — is one of symbiosis, 
success built on mutual dependence. 


This is perhaps why Waters herself

recently tokl Vanity Fair that she is 
“furious” about fast-food chains such 
as McDonald's appropriating the 
“farm-to-table” moniker. 


The counties around San Francisco 
particularly Marin, Sonoma, and 
Napa — are known as ground zero for 
Bay Area organic farming, Bucolic hills 
offer ocean-view grazing for grass-fed 
dairy and beef cattle; fertile valleys de- 
liwer their vegetable hounty season af- 
ter season; and cheesernakers, bakers, 
arxl other artisans all call it home. Tales 

of city-slickers-turned-farmers are 
common these days, from Tara Smith 
at Tara Firma Farmsin Peta~ » pl2 
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luma, who gave up her life as an insur- 
ance executive to farm the land, to 
Enos and Blodgett. 

Chefs worth their salt has a sur- 
prisingly tight relationship with the 
farmers who supply them. Many work 
with distributors such as Veritable 
Vegetable and supplement their needs 
with trips to farmers markets. But if 
you think the Liptauer cheese tripe in 
red chili broth — accented with papri- 
ka — landed on Bar Tartine’s menu on 
a whim, think again. 

“We sit down with our farmers, in- 
cluding Juston and Mindy at Full Ta- 
ble Farm, at the start of the year, and 
look at the seed catalogs together,” 
Burns says. This means that an entrée 
you order in, say, August could have 
been eight months or longer in the 
planning. “We review about 10 to 12 
different seed catalogs with Cortney 
and Nick,” Enos says. 

In addition to staple items — in- 
cluding 50 different herbs — the Full 
Table/Bar Tartine team will identify 
up to 15 items to grow experimental- 
ly. Working with Burns and Balla gives 
Enos and Blodgett the opportunity 
to grow items — from bitter melon 
to sour gherkins to celtuce — that 
would typically be hard to sell in small 
quantities at farmers market. “We 
were having trouble finding exactly 
the right kind of paprika” to turn into 
powder, Burns says. “[Enos] started to 
do research and grew different types 
of seeds until we found one that was 
more like the paprika out of Eastern 
Europe we were trying to emulate.” 

When chefs have specific requests, 
farmers will go to great lengths to keep 
their valued customers happy. Which 
is why most chefs agree that having 
personal relationships with farmers is 
crucial. “If you are a chef in California 
and don’t have connections to farmers, 
youre left in the dust,” says Adam 
Sobel, the chef at Soma’s RN74, part of 
the Mina Group of restaurants. 

Chef Michael Mina concurs. “I live 
in Nicasio [in Marin], where I’m sur- 
rounded by farmers,” he says. “Once 
you get to know them, they are more 
inclined to grow things that are really 
tailored to dishes you want to make, 
that may have a certain flavor profile.” 

Asked about his feelings on the 
farm-to-table phrase being co-opted 
by marketing departments, Mina says, 
“It is what it is. [But] it really comes 
into effect when you taste the dish. 
You see people take the best product 
and destroy it — when that happens, 
farmers will stop selling to that chef.” 

Mina says Alice Waters deserves 
all the credit she gets for starting the 
movement, and for encouraging chefs 
to use organic, local, and sustainable 
produce in restaurants. “My respect 
for her is tremendous,” he says. “She 
not only helped make the average 
consumer more aware, she also helped 
to make chefs more aware — which 
makes it better for everyone. 

“Part of the romance of the dining 
experience,’ Mina adds, “is that peo- 
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ple want to know not only about your 
technique, but how you sourced [the 
produce], why it’s special before you 
even cook it.” 

The Mina Group, which numbers 
26 restaurants across the United 
States, works with Tenbrink Farms in 
Suisun Valley. The 100-percent-organic 
operation supplies most of the restau- 
rants in the Mina restaurant family. 
Like Full Table Farm, Tenbrink talks 
with chefs early in the year to find out 
what types of herbs, vegetables, and 
fruits they'd like grown for the up- 
coming year. From there, the farmers 
source the seeds and get to work in the 
fields. By April or May, the produce 
is delivered to the restaurants each 
Wednesday. Additional needs are met 
through visits to the San Francisco 
and Marin farmers market, which are 
just as crucial a source for restaurants 
as the farms themselves. 

Not all chefs ask farmers to grow 
specific items. “Some chefs are very 
particular, requesting specific cuts 
and sizes, while others are much

more willing to work with whatever 
happens to be available and in sea- 
son, says Mark Pasternak, who raises 
rabbits, pigs, and sheep at his Devils 
Gulch Ranch in Marin, and also grows 
wine grapes and asparagus. “A grow- 
ing number of chefs want to appeal to 
consumers’ knowledge of seasonality.” 

About 85 percent of Pasternak’s 
business is dedicated to serving 
high-profile Bay Area restaurants, 
including French Laundry, Flour and 
Water, and Chez Panisse. He par- 
ticularly values chefs who call and 
ask what’s in excess and needs to be 
sold. “These chefs understand how to 
support their local farms by taking 
what is seasonal and in abundance,” 
Pasternak says. 


If farms jostle for recognition on 
menus, and chefs work hard to curry fa- 
vor with them by creating dishes that 
show off the flavors of the raw materi- 
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als, who in this eco system wields the 
most influence and leverage? Top-end 
restaurants get a lot of the recognition 
and credit for insisting on local, sustain- 
able, and organic produce, but it turns 
out the corporate kitchens of Silicon Val- 
ley — from Google to VMware to Linke- 
dIn — have had a far greater impact on 
demand for such produce than you 
might imagine. 

Nate Keller, founding chef at Sprig, 
an on-demand food delivery service, 
was an early employee in Google’s 
kitchens back in 2002. “At Google we 
learned how to scale locally sourced 
food operations without compromis- 
ing,” he says. “We took one café and 
only served food grown within a 150- 
mile radius. We built relationships 
with purveyors, farmers, and produc- 
ers, and told them, ‘If you can provide 
the quantity of food we need, we will 
buy it all from you.”

Keller looks out at the corporate 
food service landscape today and 
notes that from Dropbox to Adobe, 
Facebook, and Pixar, many of the tech 
kitchens — which collectively serve 
tens if not hundreds of thousands of 
employees each day — are run by Goo- 
gle kitchen alums. Those chefs learned 
how to work with sustainable farms to 
meet the demands of educated modern 
corporate diners who want to eat or- 
ganic produce and hormone-free meat. 

“Google was key in effecting this 
change” in corporate food service, 
Keller says. “They re-envisioned how 
to make food and get it to a large 
group of people ... They serve insanely 
high-quality food.” 

The increasing demand for quality 
food — from restaurants and corpo- 
rate food services to Whole Foods and 
Safeway — has helped push down 
prices for organic produce substan- 
tially over the past decade, Keller 
says. “Here at Sprig, 90 percent of our 
produce comes from within 150 miles, 
and very close to 100 percent of our 
fruits and vegetables are organic,” he 
says. Keller hopes to use his buying 
power to further widen the market 
and satisfy the requests and palates 
of savvy customers who know the dif- 
ference between a fresh organic apple, 
picked locally in the fall, and one that’s 
been shipped from Chile during the 
summer months. 

People are taking a stand, Keller 
says. ‘They want great products and 
food, and are okay with not eating to- 
matoes in December.” 

It should be no surprise that around 
Silicon Valley, innovation is showing 
up in all types of kitchens, from Mi- 
chelin-starred destination restaurants 
to cafeterias that serve software de- 
velopers during the workday. “I see 
innovation at all levels,” says Malachi 
Harland, executive chef for Bon Appé- 
tit Management Company at Google, 
“from sourcing, the way relationships 
with farmers are handled ... all the way 
through to cooking the food.” >» p14 
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Harland, who oversees food produc- 
tion for 100 to 150 events each week, 
points to Bon Appétit’s Imperfectly 
Delicious program at Google as one 
example of the kind of innovation 
going on. The program aims to rescue 
cosmetically flawed, yet fresh and 
flavorful produce: apples damaged 
by hail, strawberries that are only 80 
percent ripe, or imperfectly shaped 
carrots that are often left unharvested 
or discarded altogether. Those items 
may not be the right shape, size, or col- 
or for a supermarket shelf, but they’re 
fine as an ingredient in a smoothie or a 
stew. It’s the flavor, not the look, that 
counts, Harland says, and Bon Appétit 
is now bringing that produce into the 
500 cafés it manages in 33 states. 

With the well-heeled able to afford 
local sustainable foods at their favor- 
ite dining spots, and corporations 
now offering such options during 
the working day, what’s available for 
lower-income groups, students, or the 
sick? Do they have access to healthful, 
seasonal foods? 

For all the talk of double-digit, 
year-after-year growth, organic food 
remains an haute-bourgeois commod- 
ity. And progress is slow. But Whole 
Foods (still often derided as “Whole 
Paycheck”) recently announced it 
will launch a new, value-driven brand 
aimed at millennials. Community 
Supported Agriculture’s farm-box 
deliveries and farmers markets also 
are making produce more widely avail- 
able. And the Healthy Food in Health- 
care initiative works with hospitals 
to improve the sustainability of their 
food services. 


One company that’s creating sub- 
stantial change in the healthful food in- 
dustry is Mindful Meats, the first 
non-GMO beef company in the U.S. 
Based in Point Reyes Station — not far 
from Marin Sun Farms, the only USDA 
slaughterhouse in the Bay Area — Mind- 
ful Meats doesn’t raise its own beef. In- 
stead, it has direct relationships with five 
ranches in the North Bay. 

The Mindful Meats team knows 
all of its ranchers’ practices and visits 
each on a weekly basis, regularly going 
through a supplier checklist to verify 
they meet the non-GMO standards 
and organic certifications relating to 
the feed the cattle are eating. The team 
even conducts DNA testing on feed 
sources such as alfalfa, to ensure it has 
not been genetically modified. 

Rather than sourcing cows raised 
solely for beef, Mindful Meats works 
with organic dairy farmers, purchasing 
cows that have been raised for milk 
and butter, and following old-world 
traditions of respecting the animal at 
the end of its lifecycle by harvesting it 
for meat. The meat from those older 
animals has a distinctive flavor that 
shines through in ground beef, some- 
thing that appeals to chefs such as 
Chris Kronner of KronnerBurger. “He 
dry-ages the cuts and then grinds the 
meat,” says Mindful Meats’ founder 
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and CEO Claire Herminjard. 

Mindful Meats isn’t just focused 
on supplying quality meat to restau- 
rants. “Our goal is to get clean meat 
and protein into communities that 
really need it — like the sick and 
the young,” says the company’s COO 
Clifford Pollard. “We are trying to 
reverse antibiotic resistance, which 
is much more likely if you use tradi- 
tional meat sources, by offering clean 
protein.” Pollard says Mindful Meats 
is about ready to close a deal that 
will have the company supplying 100 
percent of the ground beef used at 
Stanford Hospitals. 

Mindful Meats’ model relies heav- 
ily on high-end restaurants buying 
premium beef cuts — Bar Tartine 
and Cockscomb are customers — so 
that other parts of the animal can be 
used for ground beef and hot dogs, 
and sold, often at break-even prices, 
to underserved communities such as 
the Oakland Unified School District. 
“Working with large corporate buyers 
and high-end chefs allows us to fulfill 
our mission of getting clean meat 
into the communities that need it,” 
Herminjard says. 

Large food buyers have long strug- 
gled to find a clean protein source 
that’s scalable. Today, Mindful Meats 
is working with LinkedIn and Twitter 
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Natty Colemar

and is trying to develop more business 
with corporate food service providers 
in the Bay Area. “The corporate world 
has done a lot to support the sustain- 
able or non-conventional food world. 
We are grateful for that and hope it 
continues,” Herminjard says. 


One looming question hovering 
over a food network that otherwise ap- 
pears almost frictionless is the Califor- 
nia drought and its impact on supply 
and pricing. According to Sobel of 
RN74, the drought has had a major im- 
pact. “While there hasn’t been a short- 
age of any one vegetable, costs have 
definitely spiked, without a doubt,” So- 
bel says. His colleague, chef Chris Cur- 
tiss of Bourbon Steak and Pub at Levi's 
Stadium in Santa Clara, agrees. “It’s 
scary, and it’s not just about micro pric- 
ing and availability,” says Curtiss. 
“Something drastic has to happen 
with the way farming is looked at if 
the drought continues. There may 
need to bea shift in the way things 
are grown and produced,” Curtiss 
says. “The natural next step is possibly 
hydroponics. It’s a costly investment 
which uses 10 times less »>pl6 
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water — it’s the most productive and 
least water-using technique.” 

Another technique is so-called dry 
farming, a practice whereby crops 
such as tomatoes and apples are given 
no water beyond the little they get 
when they’re first planted. Known to 
improve the flavor, the technique re- 
sults in fruit that contains less water 
content and a greater density of sugar 
and other flavor compounds. “Dry 
farming makes the flavor more con- 
centrated,” says Bar Tartine’s Burns. 
“We love it.” The one drawback is that 
it dramatically reduces yields, which 
also affects pricing. 

There’s no doubt the food industry 
will continue to feel the impact of the 
drought way beyond the Bay Area. 
According to a recent study compiled 
by The New York Times using data from 
the Agricultural Issues Center at the 
University of California at Davis, the 
average American consumes more than 
300 gallons of California water each 
week by eating food produced here. 

“As part of our methodology to 
grow the most flavorful crops we can, 
we are fastidious in regards to our 
water usage, Full Table Farm’s Enos 
says. “With crops like tomatoes, it 
is not uncommon for us to turn off 
the water to them over the summer 
months once they have been estab- 
lished. While our heavy clay soil gives 
us challenges in other ways, it does do 
a great job of holding onto water. We 
also use a good amount of mulching 
with various things on the farm, such 
as tree leaves, pruning chippings, and 
other ground-up materials. Dried sun- 
flower stalks are one of our favorites.” 

It’s not just produce that needs 
water. Much has been documented 
about the amount of water livestock 
requires, not just for the animals’ own 
consumption but also for the feed to 
supplement their diets when grass is 
in short supply. 

“The pasture season has short- 
ened, the ranchers’ output of hay 
and silage from their own ranches 
has decreased,” Mindful Meats’ Her- 
minjard explains. “Therefore, they 
must buy hay, alfalfa, silage, or other 
dry matter from third parties. The 
drought affects all types of farmers,

hay growers included, who are simul- 
taneously seeing increased demand 
for purchased feed.” 

Inevitably, all of this leads to in- 
creased costs to the ranches, which 
ultimately means an increase in the 
price of the end product. In addition, 
the drought has affected the Great 
Plains, and in 2014 the U.S. beef herd 
as a whole was the smallest it has 
been in 63 years, while global demand 
is at an all-time high. 

“Even though we are a niche beef 
business, our cow prices are affected 
by the larger market,” Herminjard 
says. “Last year, we saw a price in- 
crease of over 40 percent, while this 
year prices are remaining stable, 
thanks to the U.S. beef herd showing 
its first increase in eight years.” 

Back in the kitchen, chefs are being 
just as attentive about their water 
usage. The drought has “inspired an 
increased focus on product utiliza- 
tion and other food waste reduction 
efforts,’ says Harland. “As a team we 
are hyperaware of water usage and 
police one another throughout the 
day to avoid improper use. Every team 
member is empowered to call another 
team member out if they see waste. It 
makes the day fun and we get better in 
the process.” 


It takes a village to raise the deli- 
cious, locally grown, seasonal foods that 
travel from the farms of the North Bay to 
our tables at home, work, or in the finest 
restaurants. So, next time you raise a 
forkful, pause for a moment to reflect on 
the relationships among the chefs and 
farmers that have made it perfect, even 
in light of challenging climate issues. 

“We will continue to grow and fos- 
ter good relationships with the farm- 
ing community and producers,” Keller 
says. “We look to them to provide the 
freshest, best-quality product and re- 
spect that by the way we work with it.” 

Ultimately, the proof, as they say, is 
in the pudding. Your taste buds won't 
fool you.

ZYZZYVA at 30

The first 10 minutes we sat in 
ZYZZYVA's office, on the sixth floor of 
the Mechanics’ Institute building, I 
may as well have been a beetle on an 
L.A. palm: editors Laura Cogan and Os- 
car Villalon spent the time discussing 
the merits of and differences between 
Karl Ove Knausgaard and Elena Fer- 
rante, the Norwegian and Italian writ- 
ers who have become worldwide 
sensations for their epic multivolume 
portraits of modern life. 

“I found myself arguing with 
[Knausgaard],” Cogan said, “and felt 
like that was probably more because 
he just moves on to the next thing. 
He doesn’t worry about making every 
single idea perfect — if you don’t 
like that one, fine, he’s already gone, 
he’s off on the next thing already. 
That’s a little daunting to think 
about, if you’re talking about how 
many volumes?” 

Six. Knausgaard was in town to 
promote the U.S. publication of the 
fourth volume of his autobiographical 
work, My Struggle, and had been in 
conversation with Daniel Handler at 
City Arts and Lectures the previous 
night. ZYZZYVA was to host a release 
party for Issue 103 later that eve- 
ning, leading Villalon to marvel at 
the number of events happening on 
a Tuesday. 

“It’s been a huge change,” he said. 
“T don’t think it was this way 10 years 
ago. 

It wasn't. Ten years ago, San Fran- 
cisco’s literary scene consisted mostly 
of open mics, spoken word events, 
and authors passing through the 
bookstore circuit. But 10 years ago, 
the amount of readings in a given eve- 
ning would have had little to do with 
a literary journal — even here, where 
ZYZZYVA’s big 30-year celebration is 
but one of three events the magazine 
is throwing in May alone. But that’s 
not the only thing that’s changed. 

Founded in 1985 by Howard 
Junker, who ran the journal as a 
quarterly almost by himself before 
passing the reins to Cogan in 2010, 
the newly redesigned ZYZZYVA, in 
addition to hosting some 24 events 
per year, now has a regular intern 
program, and a blog that focuses on 
contemporary arts and culture. Per- 
haps most significantly, the journal 
— previously dedicated to publishing 
West Coast writers and artists — now 
accepts submissions from anywhere 
in the world. 
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“When we came in,” Cogan said, “I 
think our main concern was to keep 
this journal, which already had such 
an established and such a terrific ped- 
igree in place, going, and to keep the 
level of quality there. And not just 
the quality, but also the investment 
in emerging talents.” 

Junker gave early publishing cred- 
its to a lot of now-notable authors, 
including Po Bronson, Aimee Bender, 
and an undergraduate named Sherman 
Alexie. For others, ZYZZYVA was their 
first time in print — among them F. 

X. Toole, whose short stories inspired 
Clint Eastwood’s Million Dollar Baby, 
winner of four Academy Awards. 
Junker also published the first English 
translation of Haruki Murakami. 

“Oscar and I really felt that there 
was no reason to be exclusionary, 
that S.F. is the home of the journal,” 
Cogan said. “It’s the vantage point 
from which we look out on the world, 
but that we want to be able to take 
the best work we find regardless of 
where an author is living,” she added, 
pointing out that “organically,” the 
majority of writers they publish are 
still based on the West Coast. 

With an average of 7-10 submis- 
sions coming in every day, and about 
70 pieces published through three an- 
nual issues, ZYZZYVA receives enough 
mail each week to fill its yearly cal- 
endar. Cogan said not a single manu- 
script leaves the office without at least 
one (or often both) of them reading it 
first, and they don’t accept online sub- 
missions simply because they wouldn't 
be able to handle the volume.

Villalon summed up the editorial 
focus as “a place for emerging writers 
to get noticed and a place for estab- 
lished writers to try something 
different,” referencing, as examples 
of the latter, the poems of writer/ 
critic John Freeman and a memoir 
excerpt by acclaimed fictionist Glen 
David Gold. Villalon sees the role of 
literary journals as a crucial part of a 
larger ecosystem. 

“For it to be healthy and for it to 
continue it’s important for readers 
to support them,” he said. “So yes I'll 
subscribe, or yes I’ll buy an issue or 
Pll come to an event. It really does 
work that way. Sometimes I think we 
forget that people have to start some- 
where, and that you need venues for 
them to launch their careers, or that 
people need to try something differ- 
ent and they need a venue for that. 
Without those venues, it’s going to 
make the entire ecosystem weaker.” 

“T think Oscar and I are very curious 
and avid readers,” Cogan added, “and I 
hope that the readers of the journal are 
as well, and that they find some echoes 
of that in the journal, and that they 
find things that speak to their endless 
curiosity about the world. What are 
other people’s lives like? What is some- 
body else’s experience of life? You can 
never really know. But you can keep 
asking; you can keep exploring; you 
can keep reading.”

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HBO HIT HAS SERIOUS RAPE PROBLEM 


Rage of Thrones 


Fans of HBO’s Game Of Thrones 
are throwing up their hands after the rape 
of beloved character Sansa Stark aired 
earlier this month. The scene, a departure 
from the original novels by George R.R. 
Martin, has been called gratuitous, insen- 
sitive, and unnecessary. Feminist bloggers 
and Democratic senators alike have de- 
clared themselves officially done with the 
popular fantasy series in light of this lat- 
est plot development. 

However, this isn’t the first time 
the show has added rapes that never 
existed in the books. In the pilot, pro- 
ducers rounded up innocent Daenerys 
Targaryen’s wedding night to a bona 
fide rape in which she holds back tears 
as she is taken from behind; in the 
books, the future dragon queen gives 
an unambiguous “yes” to her warlord 
husband before they consummate 
their short-lived marriage. 

And just last season, the 
power-hungry queen 
mother, Cersei, 
was raped by her 
brother/lover in 
a church next 
to the corpse 
of their incest 
baby. And 
while this seri- 
ously twisted 
sex scene did 
happen in the 
original source 
material, the 
queen gives clear 
and explicit, albeit ~ 
super creepy, consent “og 
in the books. ore 

Minor characters have 
also been victim to the producers’ 
predilections for nonconsent. In the 
second season, two sex workers faced 
sadistic King Joffrey’s wrath in a 
scene that never existed in the origi- 
nal source material, and served little 
purpose in furthering the plot. In 
Season 4, a teenage character named 
Meera is sexually intimidated and vio- 
lently groped by a group of older men 
— another scene that never occurred 
in the books. 

While there’s plenty of brutality 
and horror in the long-winded fantasy 
novels that have never made it to the 
screen, producers of the HBO series 
seem to think rape is a plot point 
that can be sprinkled atop a story 
like MSG to boost ratings. More mad- 
dening still is that these additional 
rapes seem to not affect the trajectory 
of the characters who participate in 
them. 

As the opening credits suggest, the 
plot of the series clips along like gears 
in a clock, each piece clicking together 
one after the other, and typically the 
violence in the show somehow in- 
forms the characters’ next moves. Not 
so with the added rape scenes. 
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The young dragon queen still refers 
to her warlord-cum-rapist-husband 
as “my sun and stars,” and Cersei still 
seems as sweet as ever on her twin- 
brother-turned-rapist-boyfriend, 
implying that the writers may have a 
serious misunderstanding about the 
overall implications of rape in gener- 
al — a disturbing but not unrealistic 
prospect. 

But we knew that from the first 
episode. So why is Sansa’s wedding 
night the rape that broke the camel’s 
back? 

Therein lies the uncomfortable 
truth: On May 17, viewers didn’t see 
a blond babe they had just met being 
raped, as was the case with Daenerys 
in the pilot episode, and this time the 
victim wasn’t a cruel villainess, or an 

urchin, or a whore. 
This rape 
happened toa 
character the 
audience met 
when she was 
just a girl. We’ve 
watched her 
grow and face 
an exhausting 
amount of 
tragedy; we 
care about 
her. 
That’s the 
difference. 
Rape isn't as 
much of a trag- 
edy when it hap- 
<< pens to a stranger, or 
an enemy, or someone 
who's easily objectified. But 
when it happens to a sister, friend, 
or partner, it’s much more difficult to 
let it slide, as viewers have done when 
other characters were gifted with a 
producer-mandated sexual assault in 
their timeline. 

The internet's outrage over Sansa’s 
assault only points to the respectabili- 
ty politics inherent to rape culture. 

Apparently, audiences will abide at 
least four gratuitous rape scenes, pro- 
vided that they happen to characters 
who are poor, cruel, or easily perceived 
as a sex object. But producers pushed 
the envelope by adding a rape of a be- 
loved character, which for many view- 
ers was a step too far. 

Much in the same way we see a 
disproportionate amount of atten- 
tion paid to the kidnappings of mid- 
dle-class white girls, we are seeing a 
disproportionate amount of uproar 
about Sansa Stark’s rape because she 
is the character audiences felt closest 
to, and perhaps she, as opposed to the 
other victims, really didn’t deserve 
it — as if anyone, in fantasy or reality, 
ever deserves such a fate.

San Francisco Green Film Festival 
May 28-June 3, at the Roxie Theater. 
Good old humanity: that rare species with 
the capacity to destroy its own natural 
habitat, and every other known species’ 
habitat, and maybe some unknown spe- 
cies’ habitats too, while we’re at it. In spite 
of it all, at least a modicum of willingness 
to transcend these destructive ways some- 
times manifests in ecologically themed 
documentary films, some of which are col- 
lected annually in the San Fran- 
cisco Green Film Festival. “Just about 
everything endangered in the world is for 
sale in China,’ someone says in festi- 
val hot-ticket Racing Extinction, referring 
of course to forms of life. So that sounds 
like a pretty depressing situation, but at 
least a film has been made to expose and 
rectify it. Meanwhile, in The Edge of the 
Wild, a group of volunteers convenes to 
weed the invasive plants which would 
otherwise crowd out an endangered but- 
terfly’s only food source on San Bruno 
Mountain. “Nature’s changing,” one of 
them says, “and we need to interact with 
it directly, but we have to do it well.” (That 
seems like a good summary of the 
whole festival’s philosophy.) Another of 
the volunteers admits that she had to 
shame her friends into joining the cause, 
but once they did show up, they loved it. 
Presumably those butterflies are not yet 
for sale somewhere in China, but if they 
are, it’s good to know that several consci- 
entious humans will be on the case.

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San Francisco Silent 
Film Festival 

May 28-June 1 at the Castro Theatre. 
The Silent Film Festival hits the Castro for 
its 20th year with a typically excellent 
slew of voice-free moving images. Among 
the highlights is F W. Murnau’s 1924 The 
Last Laugh, starring Emil Jannings and 
his can’t-stop-won’t-stop muttonchops as 
the proud hotel doorman whose self-es- 
teem is demolished when he’s demoted to 
washroom attendant. There are no inter- 
titles except for a borderline-meta one to- 
ward the end, and the picture is legendary 
for the innovative ways Murnau moves 
the camera. In Clarence Brown’s 
1926's Flesh and the Devil, two boring men 
(John Gilbert and Lars Hanson) find their 
friendship tested by a not-boring woman 
(Greta Garbo). Garbo is often enough of a 
recommendation, luminescent even 
when she’s supposed to be disheveled, 
and though its camera isn’t quite as ki- 
netic as The Last Laugh’s, Flesh and the 
Devil is arguably one of the last of the si- 
lent films that took full advantage of cin- 
ema asa visual storytelling medium — dig 
those superimpositions! — before the 
dumb stupid Jazz Singer came along the 
following year and ruined everything 
with its dumb stupid synchronized 
sound. And for some comparatively light- 
weight fun, check out 1929’s Why Be 
Good?, starring the seriously adorable co- 
medienne Colleen Moore, who deserves to 
be better remembered today than she is.

The Connection 
Rated R. Opens Friday, May 29, at 
Embarcadero Center Cinema. 
Because in French, they don’t need to call 
it “The French Connection.” The fact- 
based tale of cops versus smack smug- 
glers in 1970s Marseille may be familiar 
from a certain celebrated American film, 
but this take, made with gusto by director 
Cédric Jimenez, doesn’t seem daunted at 
all. Nor does its hero (Jean Dujardin), a 
decent magistrate whose compassion for 
street kids takes him straight to the 
source of the heroin that’s wrecking their 
lives. That would be a self-righteous king- 
pin (Gilles Lellouche), who proves also to 
bea tauntingly elusive nemesis. It comes 
as no surprise that both sides of this en- 
grossing rivalry see their family bonds 
strenuously tested. Jimenez hasn't ex- 
actly broken the period-crime-thriller 
mold, but he’s built a solid entertain- 
ment, with techniques well absorbed 
from the American movie tradition. Early 
on we get our bearings by way of briskly 
Scorsesean montage — a tidy mosaic of 
visual, musical, and spoken narration. 
Scenes thereafter ring with clarity, and 
the movie doesn't feel as long as it is (two 
hours plus). Details of production design 
seem correct without being overbearing, 
and Dujardin never looks desperate to in- 
sist he’s a serious dramatic actor. Plus, 
there are life lessons, such as: When pun- 
ishing an insubordinate assistant by 
pumping him full of bullets, do be sure, 
lest the job go unfinished, to take out at 
least one vital organ. JK 


Sunshine Superman 

Rated PG. Opens Friday at the Clay. 
Through archival footage and modern 
re-creations, Marah Strauch’s documen- 
tary Sunshine Superman paints a portrait 
of Carl Boenish, inventor of the sport of 
falling off very tall things and not dying 
(also known as BASE jumping). Boenish, 
a nerdy cinematographer who loved 
filming himself and others skydiving, de- 
cided in the late 1970s that El Capitan in 
Yosemite was just begging to have people 
jump off it, never mind what the “laws of 
man” have to say about it. Thankfully, 
though he never resembles the “Ex- 
treme!” sports nozzles of today, the 
clean-shaven Boenish eventually became 
the ringleader of a bunch of shaggy bear- 
dos (it’s the Sonny Barger effect) who 
jumped off all the very tall things they 
could. That is, when they figured it 
wouldn't kill them — until Boenish 
somewhat inexplicably took on Trollveg- 
gen, Norwegian mountain range, in 
1984. There’s lots of beautiful jumping 
and falling footage, but the most compel- 
ling scenes involve his still-living widow 
Jean (she’s notably played by director 
Strauch in the re-enactments). She 
struggled to be accepted among her hus- 
band’s rugged cronies in spite of her be- 
ing a girl, even though she was Carl's 
partner on both the ground and when 
they were falling toward it together. In 
the end, Jean Boenish is the real hero 
of Sunshine Superman. SC

Aloft Set in the Arctic, Claudia Llosa's film seems keen 
onremoteness, lack of warmth, and perpetual dusk. 
Jennifer Connelly plays a pig farmer and single 
mother of two boys: the older an aspiring falconer, 
the younger a stoic sufferer of serious illness. 
After a series of unfortunate episodes involving 
shamanic land art, one of the boys grows up to be 
played with anger and weariness by Cillian Murphy, 


who accompanies a journalist played by Mélanie 
Laurent on a trek to put some pressing questions 
to his mother. This confrontation allows a shining 
moment for Murphy, who seems partly motivated 
by the infuriating futility of trying to extract some 
nuance from Connelly’s binary all-or-nothing acting. 
Not that she’s wrongly cast, necessarily, as this 
is one of those movies with a deep aversion to 
telling you anything directly, except that tragedy 
has befallen its characters — which, within the 
established context of reticence, just winds up 
seeming like a big lump of bathos. Frequent closeups 
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imply intimacy at first, but eventually these, like 
Llosa’s willful narrative ellipses, serve only to mask 
an apparent scarcity of resources. Aloft may have 
arisen from some unique personal mythology of 
maternalism, but it’s brought down by abridgment, 
freezing out the feeling of whatever tragic pieta 
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its maker may intend. (JK)

Clouds of Sils Maria: Much of 
Oliver Assayas' Clouds of Sils Mariais a terrific two- 
hander between successful-but-aging actress Maria 
(Juliette Binoche) — who has reluctantly agreed to 
participate in a revival of the play that made her 
famous 20 years prior, with her original role now 
assayed by a troubled, tabloid-bait starlet — and 
her assistant Val (Kristen Stewart), who runs lines 
with Maria while engaging in occasionally fourth- 
wall-pushing philosophical debates about innocence 
versus maturity, what it means to have integrity as 
a celebrity in modern Hollywood, and everything in 
between. Daily. The Connection: Because in French, 
they don’t need to call it The French Connection. 
The fact-based tale of cops versus smack smugglers 
in 1970s Marseille may be familiar from a certain 
celebrated American film, but this take, made with 
gusto by director Cédric Jimenez, doesn't seem 
daunted at all.

Farhadi has a uniformly 
excellent ensemble cast and a fine sense of dra- 
matic proportion, and while the cultural tension 
between progressivism and religious tradition 
seems explicitly Iranian, the human behavior 
seems precisely universal.

SOMETHING IN THESE WOODS 


Wayward Pines Redeems 
M. Night Shyamalan 


Comparisons of Fox’s new 
miniseries Wayward Pines to Twin Peaks 
and Lost are fair enough, but for me, 
I’m thinking Shirley Jackson's short 
story “The Lottery” and The Eagles 
song “Hotel California.” Specifically, 
the line, “You can check out any time 
you like, but you can never leave.” 

The story begins with a rather se- 
pulchral-looking Matt Dillon — hey, 
sorry, but his eye sockets are like Dia 
De Los Muertos sugar skulls these 
days. He plays a Secret Service agent 
who arrives in a small Idaho town to 
investigate the disappearance of two 
of his colleagues. It’s a sort of North- 
ern Exposure-style town, with Old 
West rooming houses and probably 
a wandering moose. The Gem State 
was a good choice for conjuring up 
weirdness, though, as on a per capita 
basis, Idaho has to have the highest 
number of right-wing lunatics in the 
Lower 48 —not to mention off-the- 
gridders stocking up 
on ammo for Obama’s 
impending FEMA camp 
internments. Dillon’s 
character soon realizes 
he’s trapped in a real-life 
diorama, surrounded by 
a huge wall — he can't 
escape, and everywhere 
is wired for surveillance. 

But since the minise- 
ries is only 10 episodes 
long, and since M. Night 
Shyamalan was pegged 
to direct the first one, 
the strangeness is neatly 
packaged. Good ol’ Shy- 
ammy has been riding on 
the success of The Sixth 
Sense for 15 years now 
while releasing tripe like After Earth 
and The Last Airbender 3D. This is 
his first foray into TV, and I guess 
we re supposed to be really impressed 
that he’s slumming it with the 
little people. 

I did not want to like this show. 
Before I watched it, it smacked of 
a gigantic Twin Peaks knockoff, 
complete with nods to nature in the 
title, a dapper agent, and an obvious 
attempt at the absurd. I was still 
smarting from the bad news that 
Showtime had called off the reboot of 
Twin Peaks, but now it’s apparently 
back on the roster again, with 18 epi- 
sodes ordered. Once armed with that 
knowledge, I was open to whatever 
Fox wanted to throw at me — dough- 
nuts, log ladies, midgets, hookers, or 
any other David Lynch plundering. 
Could be good for a laugh, right? 

Happily, Wayward Pines has culti- 
vated its own brand of strangeness. 

I haven’t seen every episode, but 
apparently it just gets weirder and 
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weirder, with big plot twists that you 
won't see coming. That’s saying a lot, 
considering the entire show is based 
on constantly spinning the plot in 
disparate directions — and we are 
immune to plot twists by now, no? 
Especially in a show that has been 
developed around the idea that up 
is down and down is up, and whose 
tone shifts from dramatic to comedic. 
Maybe the only real way to surprise 
us any more is to do something en- 
tirely expected. 

I found the casting a bit odd, 
but maybe that too was the plan. 
Terrence Howard plays the town 
sheriff admirably, though his 
character is no one to admire. He’s 
violent, even slitting a woman’s 
throat with rapacious formality after 
she breaks a Town Rule. I couldn’t 
help but remember when Howard was 
in the news awhile back for allegedly 
sucker-punching and otherwise

brutalizing his ex-wife, who claims he 
threatened to throw her off a balcony. 
(Howard denies the charges). Did the 
producer know about the rumors that 
surround this guy? And he already 
appears on the other Fox show 
Empire, so why did they cast him 
here? Strange. Weird, even. 

Maybe Wayward Pines is being 
deliberately meta with its formula. 
Make every single aspect of the show 
just a bit off — an off theme fora 
show about being a bit off. Have an 
obvious salute to Twin Peaks but 
then abandon that idea by the third 
episode. Hire a director who's lost his 
former glory but still has pull. Make 
the whole thing one amorphous ball 
of incomplete, nonlinear storytelling. 
Kill off the person you think is going 
to be a major character by the sec- 
ond episode. It’s a weird show done 
weirdly. 

Weird.

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BASQUE-ING IN ITS GLORY

While there are any number of 
tapas restaurants in San Francisco, and 
an infinite cosmos of small plates out 
there, proper Basque food is surprisingly 
hard to come by. Txoko only lasted a 
year-and-a-half, and apart from Pip- 
erade, the cuisine tends to get folded into 
more generalized Spanish restaurants. 
(It wasn’t always this way. Once upon a 
time, a restaurant row called “Basque- 
town” separated Chinatown from North 
Beach, and there was even a Basque 
restaurant inside Cafe du Nord, but it 
closed in the early ’90s.) 

But one has returned, andina 
renovated building at that. I had tried 
to write about Aatxe a few weeks ago, 
but the restaurant suffered a small 
kitchen fire — minor enough that no 
one was hurt and diners were able to 
keep chowing down, but major enough 
that it closed for a couple of days. 
Having finally gone, I can say that Chef 
Ryan Pollnow knows what he’s doing 
in that battle-scarred kitchen — even 
if some of the dishes are indisputably 
Spanish. (It’s not for me to adjudicate 
Aatxe’s purity vis-a-vis the mother- 
land, though. Just as Wallace Shawn 
says in The Princess Bride to “Never 
get involved in a land war in Asia,” no 
good can come of wading into cultural 
disputes where nationalist sentiments 
run high. Let’s just eat.) 

For a city that wants to sample and 
document little tastes of everything, 
Basque food is already kind of the 
ultimate — no more so than when 
combined with $43 cocktails that 
serve four, tiki-style. I got a plain old 
Sickle for one (a mixture of Campo de 
Encanto Pisco, Ancho Reyes, raspberry, 
Hidalgo Pedro Ximenez sherry, citrusy 
Licor 43 and lime, $12). With its over- 
flowing ice cubes dusted in pimenton, 
and served in a slender whalebone 
glass, the drink was easily 10 inches 
tall, excluding the straw; a statement 
cocktail, if you will. There is also an 
entirely separate gin-and-tonic menu, 
grouped by category (“big,” “herbal,” 
“soft and fruity,” etc.), if you feel like 
playing it safe. 

While we had tried to sit at the 
coveted chef’s counter to ogle the prep 
work, it was to be a lowly table for 
us. That’s probably fine in retrospect, 
owing to my tendency to order enough 
food to feed five. And in spite of being 
prime dinner hour, dishes emerged 
at exactly the right intervals, start- 
ing with the five-piece pinxto flight 
($15). Presented almost like savory 
petit-fours, it was a beautiful array of 
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salty delights, from the gilda (ancho- 
vy, guindilla peppers, and manzanilla 
olives) to the chorizo deviled egg to 
the bufiuelo that was like a salmon 
funnel cake. 

The only disappointment was the 
octopus salad ($12), and not because 
the taste was off. It was bright and 
tangy, but overdressed as if to conceal 
the comically tiny shavings of pulpo. 
Other things were just damn impres- 
sive, though. The 
potatoes in the pa- 
tatas bravas ($8.50) 
weren't simply 
twice-cooked. They 
were thrice-cooked: 
steamed, then fried 
twice at different 
temperatures. Doing 
so kept them from 
getting mushy un- 
der the salsa, which 
was a slow-burner 
in its own right. And the trumpet 
mushrooms a la plancha ($14.50) 
were exquisite even if the individual 
ingredients (apart from the squash 
slices on top) were tricky to tease out. 
At a glance, the mushrooms looked so 
bland and white, smothered in sauce

that was almost like a gravy, but flavor 
was complex, the ramps were perfectly 
pickled, and the overall texture was in- 
credible, with little breaded bits. That 
one was definitely a stunner. 

The Spanish fried rice (chorizo, sof- 
rito, and a salt cod tortilla, $14) was 
good, pleasantly similar to Mission 
Chinese Food’s salt cod fried rice, and 
the four stacked balls of pork trotter 
($11) were even better, with a sur- 
prisingly appealing 
sweetness. Owing 
to the carrots and 
raisins, the morcilla 
chickpeas ($24) were 
sweet as well — and 
rich and thick, too, 
almost like a tagine. 
I wanted to make 
500 pounds of it and 
not leave the house 
until climate change 
gets rid of the fog 
forever. With the lamb albéndigas 
($26), it was a bit strange to love the 
favas more than the meatballs them- 
selves, but sometimes in the spring 
you just get that sweet spot where 
beans are the greatest things you 
could ever eat.

For dessert, the cow-sheep-goat 
cheese plate ($15) was generous with 
the cubes of membrillo, like little 
cubes of concentrated quince essence; 
is there a more civilized way to enda 
meal? (Technically, we closed out with 
flan, rich and topped with berries.) 

If there was one major drawback to 
Aatxe, it’s the sound level. This is a 
tough thing to bemoan without sound- 
ing like Grandpa-Pete-Forgot-His-Ear- 
Trumpet-Again, but I’ve been to Noise 
Pop shows downstairs in Cafe du Nord 
that were less noisy, and it is just ob- 
jectively unpleasant to raise your voice 
across a two-top for an hour-plus. 

Still, this was a wonderful meal 
almost without exception. I’m coming 
back to bond with some buds over 
pintxos and a cocktail for four, but 
since sitting four-in-a-row at the 
chef’s counter is probably not advis- 
able, I guess that just means I’m com- 
ing back twice.

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The two chefs were thinking of 
ways to expand the breakfast menu 
and wanted something mobile that 
could be eaten on-the-go. Though 
McDonald’s was never explicitly part 
of the conversation, you can't help 
but think the two chefs drew inspi- 
ration from the golden arches that 
lay deep in the back of their psyches 
— the sandwiches are too similar 
in construction and taste. The big 
difference, of course, is that CAW’s 
version is far more technique- and 
ingredient-driven, and, as a result, far 
superior in taste. 

CAW makes its English muffins 
in-house, dusting them with semolina 
then griddling in lots of clarified but- 
ter until they’re crisp on the outside. 
Upon ordering, the breakfast sand- 
wich is split, brushed with more but- 
ter (this time of the sriracha variety), 
then placed in the oven. After warmed 
through, one muffin half is topped 
with a disc of rich creamy frittata 
speckled with bits of dandelion greens 
(a component that changes with 
whatever leafy green is in season) and 
smoked ham from 4505 Meats. The 
egg puck is then topped with roast- 
ed onions and two slices of smoked 
cheddar, put back into the oven until 
melted, and married. (Pro-tip: Ask for 
a couple ketchup packets or Tabasco 
to cut the richness.) 

It’s rich. It’s buttery. It’s delicious. 
You ll never crave another McDonald’s 
breakfast sandwich again. That is, 
unless you happen to have a Pavlovian 
response to TSA agents and baggage 
carousels in the morning.

Lalita and 
the Crisis of 
Authenticity 


Eric is debating whether cod- 
ing isan art form. On the one hand, cod- 
ers these days have artistic temperaments 
— they see themselves as prima donnas 
rather than as engineers. They keep artis- 
tic hours. And code unquestionably has 
an aesthetic element to it. People who 
don’t code have been able to pick his code 
out from that of others by asking them- 
selves, “Which is more like Eric?” 

On the other hand, coding is purely 
quantitative, without any real quali- 
tative element seen as meaningful. It 
is purely inexpressive in all the ways 
we think of “expression.“ It is purely 
functional. 

I wish I were listening to him have 
this argument in another bar. 
Eric and I are enjoying 
dinner at the Lalita Thai 

Restaurant & Bar. But 

the bar fits the con- 
versation the way a 
Hawaiian shirt fits a 
Buddhist monk. 

Lalita doesn’t feel 
like an SF bar at all. 

It’s too spacious, too 
decorated (but still 
bland, like the dimly 

lit foyer of a regional 
health spa). The din- 
ing area's tables make a 
bigger impression than 
the bar does, even though 
the bar is legitimately large 

and sufficiently independent 

to warrant equal time on the mar- 
quee. It’s big, rectangular, competently 
stocked, offers two TVs turned to the 
game, has some small side tables and 
even a couple of communal tables and 
couches. But the cumulative effect has 
no sparks of life. 

This is a lively, quirky conversation. 

It should be said that the food is 
excellent: Dinner succeeded on all 
counts. But the drinks, the drinks. 
The three pages of “featured cocktails” 
exactly mirror the standard “tiki-bar” 
curriculum at a Nebraska bar school. 
Almost all of them come in under $10 
and aren’t bad for tiki drinks, so that’s 
definitely something — but it’s also 
not the point. 

I try to tolerate tiki-bars, I really 
do. But they’re problematic enough as 
a stand-alone genre: Am I really sup- 
posed to believe that Thai and Chinese 
drinks are virtually identical to the 
ones white people designed in 1962 
to represent Polynesian culture in 
discount-booze form? What the hell is 
going on here? 

Thailand produces sugarcane-based 
whiskey. There are vineyards in 
Thailand, too. There are many, many 
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ingredients commonly used in Thai 
cuisine — lemongrass, ginger, kaffir 
lime leaves, chilis, basil, tamarind — 
which any competent mixologist could 
turn into a signature drink. I suppose 
Thailand has the same claim to the co- 
conut in coconut rum that everybody 
else does, but is a bar supposed to be 
proud of that? 

I can't tell a Thai restaurant what 
“authentic” Thai drinks are, but I can 
say that people who aren't explicitly 
tiki-bar fanatics and still limit them- 
selves to a tiki-bar menu are selling 
themselves short. 

“I think I know what the issue is,” 
Eric says. “It’s that so many people 
who would otherwise go into the arts, 
or a subsection of the arts like graphic 
design or audio production, are now 
going into code instead.” 

I stop drinking my adequate Wild 
Orchid (coconut rum, melon liqueur, 
grenadine, orange juice, pineapple 
juice) and give him a quizzical look. 

This I have not heard before. 
“I thought tech was being 
ruined by bros coming in 
who would otherwise be 
trying to conquer Wall 
Street,’ I say. 

Eric waves that 
away. I think the 
bro thing is actually 
aspirational for 
techies: I think it’s 
who they try to be 
rather than who 
they are, because 

they think that’s who 
everyone admires. But 
actually, the move into 
coding has devastated 
the fine arts, not finance. 
And it’s the presence of so 
many people who would otherwise 
be trying to create something expres- 
sive that turns what is, ultimately, a 
completely quantitative, closed pur- 
suit, into something that periodically 
seems artful and alive.” 

I gape. Could that be true? 

Eric and I leave wanting to like 
Lalita more than we do. There’s such 
potential for it to be unique, and tre- 
mendous fun — if it can distinguish it- 
self from every other bar that uses the 
same goddamn menu. Or if it cares to. 

I wouldn't urge people away from 
it as is, I'd just tell you to go there for 
dinner, or to eat after a night of drink- 
ing somewhere else. 

“T think there won't really be a need 
for many human coders in the future,” 
Eric tells me. “We'll be able to describe 
what we need and the algorithms will 
be able to write it themselves.” 

If true, all that will be left will be 
artistic temperaments, straining to 
be heard.

on Brio Set To Bring an 





Unrivaled Spirit to BotileRock

Four years ago Ziek McCarter’s 
father was shot and killed by law en- 
forcement in East Texas. The charis- 
matic 22-year-old singer of San 
Francisco soul band Con Brio got the 
devastating news just hours before he 
was to perform at a Kwanzaa show, so 
McCarter went to the one place in the 
Fillmore that’s always been like home to 
him — Marcus Bookstore, which (be- 
fore it was evicted in 2014) was the na- 
tion’s longest-running black-owned, 
black-themed neighborhood bookstore. 

“The spiritual potency in that 
building is so high,” McCarter said of 
the historic building that housed the 
bookstore and formerly Bop City, a 
jazz club that hosted such greats as 
Miles Davis and John Coltrane. “They 
were just so supportive — they’re just 
family to me.” 

It was there, surrounded by litera- 
ture documenting the African-Amer- 
ican struggle, that Karen Johnson 
helped give McCarter the strength to 
continue on and perform the night 
his father died. 

“T went straight to her,” McCarter 
said of Johnson. “She’s almost like a 
mentor. She’s taught me a lot about 
music, community, history. I had done 
a little bit of crying but I didn’t have 
much time to get things together be- 
cause I had to go do a show. So I walked 
to Marcus Books to get some words of 
encouragement or support, I dunno.” 
What Johnson told him was simple but 
profound. “I just want to take this time 
to hold up a mirror, because your father 
is now with you,” he recalled her saying. 
“You may see your dad in many places, 
so get ready for it, embrace it, and allow 
it to lead you in a positive way.” 

The trajedy inspired McCarter to 
write “Free N Brave,” a song that plays 
off the “Star Spangled Banner,” jux- 
taposing pride with disappointment. 
He dedicates it to his father and other 
victims of police brutality. 

“Creating and innovating on stage 
is a healer,” McCarter said. “Not only 
for the person creating but potentially 
for those who are experiencing it on 
the other side.” 

Con Brio, still riding the recent 
release of Kiss the Sun, the band’s 
debut release with McCarter, is set to 
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perform on the main stage at Napa’s 
BottleRock Festival on Saturday, May 
30. The band is also back in the studio, 
working on the full-length album that 
will include “Free N Brave,” and has 
tour plans that will see McCarter cele- 
brate his 23rd birthday in Europe. 

Though he was raised in Texas, 
McCarter’s family has strong ties to 
the Bay Area and Marcus Bookstore. 
His grandfather was a dentist in the 
Fillmore when most of the businesses 
there were black-owned. He and his 
wife befriended Drs. Raye and Julian 
Richardson, the shop’s co-owners. 
Years later, when McCarter, fresh in 
town, walked in and explained who 
his family was, he was welcomed with 
open arms. He spent numerous days 
and nights practicing on the store’s pi- 
ano, writing music, and singing. 

“I came up with a lot of songs 
and a lot of ideas in there. I would 
be playing and singing in there all 
the time, for hours,” McCarter said, 
and laughed. “I used to think, ‘Man, 
do you ever want me to shut up?” 





McCarter was still a teenager 
the first time he hopped on a San 
Francisco stage. A student at City 
College, he had sneaked into the 
Boom Boom Room, still wearing the 
apron from his day job as a bagger at 
Lucky Supermarket, to see the local 
dance-fusion group Afrolicious. After 
getting swept up in the group’s passion 
and energy, McCarter knew that just 
sitting in the crowd wasn’t going to 

be enough. By night’s end, he was at 
center stage, singing with the band. 

It was McCarter’s first step on the 
road to joining Con Brio — but hardly 
his first step towards music. That hap- 
pened when he was just 2 years old. 

McCarter remembers the experi- 
ence vividly: “I had woken up from a 
nap and my family was in the living 
room. I walked down this dark hallway 
towards this music, where everyone 
was laughing and having a good time. 
When I made it to the end of the hall, 
I saw the music was coming from this 


huge speaker that was a lot bigger than 


I was, and I just walked up to it and 


surrendered to the voice coming out of 
it. That voice was James Brown.” 

The hallway McCarter journeyed 
down as a child was in Houston, where 
he lived until he moved to Austin at 
17 (again towards the music) and then 
San Francisco the following year. 

McCarter’s household had always 
been musical. His father played blues 
guitar for the family to sing along to, 
and McCarter spent much of his child- 
hood toying around with the family 
video camera, taking it up to the attic 
to tape his singing, or positioning it in 
a room so he could film and review his 
James Brown moves. 

These days, McCarter has his own 
moves. Onstage his legs turn into 
snakes, trained to rise and dance to 
Con Brio’s soulful rhythms. Drawing 
from dances he learned in Texas that 
predate “the Dougie,” as well as New 
York’s Get Lite movement and even a 
little ballet, McCarter’s moves bring 
the bands live shows to a different 
level. It’s musical theater, meant to be 
as entertaining visually as the group’s 
funky, blues-tinged soul is sonically. 
The singer displays shades of James 
Brown and Prince, and a voice that 
shares wavelengths with Curtis May- 
field — an inspiration so strong Mc- 
Carter and the band did a tribute to 
the socially progressive soul singer for 
a Halloween set, with McCarter taking 
on Mayfield’s persona while the band 
played his songs from the 1972 blax- 
ploitation flick Super Fly (one of the 
few films in history to be out-grossed 
by its soundtrack). 

Con Brio, named for the familiar 
sheet-music direction that indicates 
“with spirit,” is part of a long lineage 
of Bay Area soul bands dating back 
to Sly and the Family Stone — bands 
unafraid to experiment and think 
outside the box. The group throws in 
almost metallic guitar solos in some 
songs and jams on an R&B groove in 
others for several minutes. Con Brio 
takes chances, pouring enough spirit 
into every note that any other name 
wouldn't do the band justice.

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Boys and girls, no older than 
15, breakdance in the poverty-stricken 
streets of Phnom Penh, Cambodia, as 50 
cent’s 2003 hit “In Tha Club” blasts out of 
a nearby boombox. Some of the older 
breakdancers — or “B-boys,’ as they’re 
known — take on a mentoring role, show- 
ing the newcomers how to dance their way 
into amore positive, uplifting mentality. 

Shake the Dust, the Nas-produced 
documentary by Adam Sjoberg, explores 
hip-hop’s positive influence on under- 
privileged youth around the world. From 
Uganda to war-torn Yemen, where a 
brutal civil war involving Islamist groups 
has displaced hundreds of thousands of 
citizens, Shake the Dust lets its characters 
tell their own story. Narrated by Ugan- 
dan B-boy Karim Lokwa, the documen- 
tary shines a light on people using un- 
conventional means to help themselves. 

“The continent of Africa as a whole 
is tired of people thinking of them as 
a bunch of kids with flies on their face 
begging for food,” Sjoberg said, “because 
it’s patently untrue and an inaccurate 
depiction of one of the most beautiful, 
resourceful places on earth.” 

Sjoberg discovered the foreign B-boy 
movement the same way it discovered 
Western hip-hop: the internet. While 
living in Harlem in 2007, Sjboerg 
stumbled onto a YouTube video of 
a breakdancer in Uganda, which 
intrigued the journalist-turned- 
filmmaker to tell this compelling 
story. Having traveled through various 
developing countries in the past, 
Sjoberg had always wanted to make a 
film about underserved communities. 
Married with his love of hip-hop, this 
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BREAKDANCING IN THE SLUMS 





was the perfect starting point for a 
project that would take him, like hip- 
hop’s influence, all around the world. 

“This idea of trying to lend a voice 
and dignity to people who we see on 
the news in a negative context while 
using hip-hop, which is a powerful tool, 
was a perfect blending of two ideas,” 
Sjoberg said. 

The filmmaker was able to bring Nas 
onboard after meeting the rapper and 
showing him the film’s trailer. “He was 
immediately like, “This is an important 
story and hip-hop deserves to have this 
story told, I want to do anything I can 
to help make sure that the film gets out 
there and that people will see this.” 

The film’s soundtrack, which features 
the Nas songs “God Love Us Hood” and 
“I Can,” along with additional music by 
Talib Kweli, Common, and the Cambodi- 
an rapper Prach Ly, gives a strong nod to 
the elevation of hip-hop as a social move- 
ment and not just a genre of music. 

The most surprising find of the film 
is the juxtaposition of the Arab Spring 
protests and the B-boy groups of Sa- 
naa, Yemen. In one scene the B-boys 
take the stage in a fairly public area 
surrounded by elders and police, who

made the boys nervous. Despite the 
anxiety, the pop, lock, and dropping 
was well-received, even garnering sup- 
port from local police, who started to 
do crowd control so the dancers could 
have their space. It’s a powerful mo- 
ment, proving that even countries with 
strong Islamist sentiments have B-boys 
enjoying Western hip-hop. 

“They're such a kind people,” Sjoberg 
said. “Their hospitality is deeply in- 
grained in their national ethos. I think 
we as Americans are aware that we’re 
not loved everywhere, but I’ve travelled 
to over 65 countries and I don’t think 
Yemenis hate Americans. I think they 
hate American policy.” 

The B-boys in the slums and ghettos 
of marginalized communities around 
the world connect with hip-hop for the 
same reason youth in South Central L.A. 
did — it gives hope and a voice to those 
who feel constrained and restricted by 
their surroundings. At one point in the 
film, a B-boy from Uganda named Mark 
explains his definition of a slum: “Social 
Lessons Useful for Mind.” 

Sjoberg recalledone of the most mov- 
ing moments in the film being a conver- 
sation between two of the dancers from 
Uganda talking about how rich people 
have their own problems and having 
money doesn't solve things. 

“To hear someone who grew up ina 
slum, and lost his mother at a young age, 
and has basically been fending for himself 
since the age of 15 say, ‘I recognize that 
poverty isn’t all about money’ — to me 
that is an incredibly moving message.”

Neo-Classical 
Techno

For many people, the word 
“techno” conjures up a fairly limited set 
of parameters: sweaty kids off their 
faces going buck-wild in a dimly lit ware- 
house perhaps, or a bespectacled music 
nerd twiddling knobs while staring at a 
laptop. To be sure, those are both per- 
fectly valid depictions of techno — ones 
that feature often in this column, in fact 
— but in the past decade or two, a hand- 
ful of artists has been pushing the 
boundaries of what techno can be. Max 
Cooper is one such artist: A young pro- 
ducer from London, Cooper brings an el- 
egant, almost neoclassical sensibility to 
techno, broadening its appeal well be- 
yond the dancefloor. 

Cooper’s early work was refined, 
rubbery minimal techno, following in 
the grand Kompakt tradition. Soon 
after, he began introducing delicate

Do you like club music? Wait a second, that 
probably doesn't mean what you think it 
means - “club” in this context refers to a 
very specific sound, born in the early ‘90s 
in Baltimore and New Jersey.

His tracks often fea- 
ture piano, chimes, gentle strings, or 
choral vocals — a sound palette more 
commonly associated with “postclas- 
sical” composers rather than techno 
producers. (Cooper has, in fact, 
worked with numerous contemporary 
composers whose work encroaches 
upon the realm of electronic music, 
like Olafur Arnalds and Michael 
Nyman.) The result is a mix of beau- 
tifully sublime melodies and moods 


ing local tech-house and techno produc- 
ers. It's throwing a party featuring a 
number of its friends and compatriots, like 
These Guys - also known as Bob Campbell 
- the back-to-back DJ duo responsible for 
the Black Magic Disko party, and Pedro Ar- 
bulu, the DJ behind the city’s Modular par- 
ties. Representing Mioli is Emanate, one of 
the label's main artists. Expect to hear 
tech-house, deep house, and techno that’s 
on the melodic side —- no heavyweight 
Stuff here. In fact, this is a theme party, 
and that theme is “Flower Power” - so 
bust out that floral headpiece you've been 
Saving for Outside Lands a little early, 
leave the black outfits at home, and come 
dressed to sweat.

There's not one but two independent re- 
cord label showcases this weekend, with 
the second hosted by Friends With Bene- 
fits Records, launched in 2013 by Trevor 
Sigler, David Sylvester, and Mat Love 
(those latter two are now recently based 
out of Portland).

More than just a “live set,” 
it’s a full audio-visual extravaganza, 
designed in collaboration with several 
visual artists — Cooper designed his 
own interface which allows him to 
control both the musical and visual 
aspects of the show live and on-the-fly. 
Taken altogether, it’s designed to stim- 
ulate your brain, move your feet, and 
tug at your heartstrings — the total 
package. 

And if Cooper brings you to tears 
on the dancefloor, fret not — Simon 
Baker, a producer affiliated with Swed- 
ish label Drumcode, will bring you 
all the way back down to earth with 
some hard-driving techno after his set. 
Locals Mossmoss and Matt Hubert 
open up the main room, while the 
Robot Ears crew hosts Berliners David 
Gtronic and Chad Andrew upstairs in 
the Loft.

LADY GAGA AND TONY BENNETT

Beware the vixen and the fox, lest they steal your heart. Lady Gaga and Tony 
Bennett, crooning symbiotically like a human jazz genome split into two bod- 
ies separated only by decades, are bringing their album Cheek to Cheek to the 
Concord Pavilion. If you're surprised at the pairing of the 88-year old crooner 
with America’s answer to the question, “What should I wear and what hair 
color is best?” — don’t be. And, wake up, you haven't been paying attention. 
The silvery sounding duo first collaborated on a song for Bennett’s 2011 al- 
bum Duets II and it was vocal kismet. The Cheek to Cheek jazz album upon 
which the tour is based won the Grammy for Best Traditional Pop Vocal Al- 
bum in 2015. The 11-track dive into the Great American Songbook debuted at 
No. 1 on the Billboard 200, making Bennett the oldest singer to hit No. 1 and 
Lady Gaga the first to score three No.1’s in a single year. Stock up on bourbon, 
oil up the hips for swaying, thank Bennett for being a classy influence and 
bringing out the Ella in Lady Gaga, but more than anything, go listen to two 
of the country’s best singers belting out tunes by some of the country’s best

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ACED OUT

You often mention asexual people. I believe I may be one. 
I'ma 51-year-old woman. I've been separated from my op- 
posite-sex partner for nearly nine years. I've been ap- 
proached by a variety of men, each one interested in 
becoming “more than friends.” I haunt Craigslist’s “platonic 
m4w’ section, but each time I reach out to someone, he 
turns out to want a FWB or NSA relationship. It’s frustrat- 
ing! That part of my life — the sex part — is really and 
truly over! Ihad many sex partners for many years, I had a 
good run, and now Im done. When I find someone attrac- 
tive, ladmire them in anonsexual way. But Ido mastur- 
bate. Not often. I can go two or three weeks without 
needing (or thinking about) release. When I do masturbate, 
it's more of a “stretching activity” than a passionate re- 
quirement. Do true asexuals masturbate? Am I correct in 
identifying as asexual instead of heterosexual? Oram Ia 
straight person who has simply retired from the field? 

No Need For Sex 


“There’s some handy-dandy research on this 
topic,” said David Jay, founder of the Asexual Vis- 
ibility and Education Network (AVEN). Jay is the 
world’s most prominent asexuality activist and 
widely acknowledged as the founder of the asexu- 
ality movement. 

Researchers at the University of British Colum- 
bia studied the masturbatory habits of asexual in- 
dividuals and compared them to the masturbatory 
habits of people with low sexual desire (“Sexual Fan- 
tasy and Masturbation Among Asexual Individuals,” 
Morag A. Yule, Lori A. Brotto, and Boris B. Gorzalka, 
the Canadian Journal of Human Sexuality). “|They 
found that] the majority of asexual people (about 
56 percent) masturbate on at least a monthly basis,” 
said Jay, compared to 75 percent of individuals with 
low sexual desire. “For a sizable chunk of us, this is 
about a sense of physical release rather than about 
sexual fantasy. Masturbation and partnered sex are 
very different things, and desiring one doesn’t mean 
that we automatically desire the other.” 

So, NNES, the fact that you masturbate occa- 
sionally — as a “stretching activity” (ouch?) — 
doesn’t disqualify you from identifying as asexual. 
And while the fact that you were sexually active for 
many years, presumably happily, and always with 
men could mean you're a straight lady with low to 
no sexual desire, you're nevertheless free to embrace 
the asexual label if it works for you. 

“If you're not drawn to be sexual with anyone, 
then you have a lot in common with a lot of people 
in the asexual community,” said Jay. “That being 
said, there’s no such thing as a ‘true’ asexual. If the 
word seems useful, use it. At the end of the day, 
what matters is how well we understand ourselves, 
not how well we match some Platonic ideal of our 
sexual orientation, and words like ‘asexual’ are just 
tools to help us understand ourselves.” 

All those crazy labels — bi, gay, lesbian, straight, 
pansexual, asexual, etc. — are there to help us com- 
municate who we are and what we want. Once upon 
a time, NNFS, you wanted heterosexual sex, you had 
heterosexual sex, and you identified as heterosexual. 
That label was correct for you then. If the asexual 
label is a better fit for you now, if it more accurately 
communicates who you are (now) and what you 
want (now), you have none other than David Jay’s 
permission to use it. 

“T also feel NNFS’s pain about Craigslist ‘strictly 
platonic’ ads,” said Jay. “But I’ve found there are 
plenty of people out there who are interested in 
hanging out if I simultaneously say ‘no’ to sex and 
‘yes’ to an emotional connection. I wish NNFS the 
best of luck in finding some.”

There's this guy I stopped dating a few months ago, but 
we've remained friends.

The boyfriends of these guys — gay guys with thong- 
averse/ass-play-averse boyfriends — never write to 
ask me if their boyfriend could be a straight. Instead, 
they take the gay sex they’re having with their gay 
boyfriends for an answer. I understand why a straight 
woman might have more cause for concern: Very 
few gay-identified guys are secretly straight, while a 
significant percentage of straight-identified guys are 
secretly gay or bi. (Google “antigay pastor Matthew 
Makela caught on Grindr” for a recent example.) 

But at some point, WHAT, a straight woman 
should relax and take all the straight sex she’s hav- 
ing with her thong-wearing, ass-play-digging boy- 
friend for an answer. 


Just because a woman closes her eyes during sex doesn't 
mean she’s fantasizing about something. I love to look my 
husband in the eyes, but sometimes when I'm trying to get 
off, [just need to close my eyes and concentrate on what I’m 
feeling. Visual input is too distracting and makes it hard to 
focus. I get off pretty much every time we make love, but 
some times require more concentration than others. 
Concentrating On My Euphoria 


COME is referring to my advice a couple of 
weeks back for Come As You Are, a man whose wife 
had to lean back, close her eyes, and rub her clit in 
order to come. I advised CAYA to ask his wife what 
she was thinking about when she did that — what 
scenario she was fantasizing about — and not to 
panic if she wasn’t thinking about him. 

Lots of women wrote in to say that they do — 
they must do — the same thing CAYA’s wife does 
in order to come: close their eyes and concentrate. 

A majority, like COME, said they're not fantasizing 
about anything in particular; they’re just concentrat- 
ing on the sensations. But a large minority said that 
they have specific and sometimes wild/unrealizable/ 
disturbing fantasies that they have to concentrate on 
in order to climax. Just as every fantasy doesn’t have 
to be realized, not every fantasy has to be shared. 
But women (and men) who are lucky enough to 

have a loving, supportive, secure, and game partner 
should consider bringing their partner in. Allowing 

a partner to play an active role in your wild/unreal- 
izable fantasies — through dirty talk — will make 
your partner feel like a part of your fantasy world 
(and your orgasms) and not an exile from it.
